EDUCATION.

The report of the Committee on Schools and
Colleges upon the memorial from the Edncation
Convention, heid in Richmond cn the 10th ‘De-
cembier last, wastaken up and read as fullows:

The Commiliee cn Schools and Coileges have
considered the memorial fiom the Education
Convention, held in Richmond on the 10ih De-
cember last, with the accompanying dovuments,
on the subject of Pupular Eiducation, referred 1o
the said Commitiee; and they have come [0 the
tollowing resoluiions (hereupon: :

Resolved, in theopinion of this Committce, That
it is inexpedient to adopt the district school sys-
tem rece mmeded by the Education Co‘n\'enlmn.

Resolved, that in the opinion of this Conmlice,
The present system for the education vl the in-
digent should” be preserved and amended; and
that any county or corporation shall be empow-
eredlo adopt such system of primary schools as
a miajority of the voters ol such counly or coipo-
ration may elect; and that any ax imposed or
| levy laid. for earrying intu operation such system
of Frimary schools, in additivn 1o the quota ulthe
Literary Fund to which such county or corpora-
tion may be entitled, should be made legally ob-
ligatory upon the same: Provided, that (ke vom-
pensation of those svho may Le employed in teach-
ing indigent children shall, under any sisiem ol
primary schools, depend upon the actual daily
atendance at schoal ol each pour ehill.

Mr. SOUTHALL said that he diil not desizn
enterina at this time upon the dizcussiun of the
general question as (o the best systent ol popular
education, but ke would merely state the reasons
that had infiuenced the Commitiee in adopting
their repott,

Mr. YERBY requesied Mr. SOUTHALL to
vield thefloor, The whole sulject of educaliun
was before the Flonse, and his resalution, (pro-
viding for the annual appropriation of 100,000
inadditien to the Literary Fund,) should Le first
considered.,  His proposition must form the basis
ol any svsiem that might be adopred.  Tere quired
a less expenditnre than any other pian that had
been proposed, and would provide the ways and
means which shonid properly precede the adup-
tion of any system, He moved that his resolu-
tion be taken up and considered—1ihe order of the
day being passed by for that purposed.

Mr. SOUTHALL had no preference as to the
order ol proceedin.s. Tlhe consideration of the
reasons that had influenced the commitice must
take place at some future time.

Mr. MeRAE preferred taking up the report of |
the commitiee. ‘They should first decide upon |
the system, and then provide the waysand means. |

Mr. YERBY regarded his resolution as an in-
dependent proposition.  'We should deterinine al
onve what amount was to he appropriated for
the purpose of edueation. LEvery architeet con-
siders the sum to be invested in the boildings be-
fore he decides upen the design, the size and nuin-
ber of the halls,

Mr. LEE thougkt it more judicious first 1o de-
tenmine upon the plan.  Various plans had been
propased, and for many of these he would be un-
willing to appiopriate a single dollar,

The Hnuse refused to pass by the order ol the
day for the purpuse indicated.

r. SOUTHALL would explain the views
of the Committee on Schools and Colleges. Va-
rious plans bad been submiited o the committee:
the existing syslem of primary rchools, a projet
from the Education Convention, and others pre-
sented by individuals. Some of these appeared
10 be practicable, athers visionary in the extieme.
The committee did not conceive it fo be poliiic,
tn adopt entirely any sysiem that was proposed.
Differentsections ot the country wonld require dif-
ferent systems adapted 1o their peenliar circum
~tances. The Committee then decided in favor
ol the present as the lLest general system; cach
county bemng empowered to adopt such sysiem of
primary schools as a majority of i's voters mizhr
elect. The people of each county would best
knuw their own simation and wants, and the sys
tem that would be most beneficial.  They would
make the selection, and the Legislature weould
give to it the sanction of a law. He did not
concur with the Convention as 1o the proprie-
ty ol permitting the majority in each county
1o 1ax the minority. This plan would not soe-
ceed. It should require at least two-thirds of the
qualified voters of a connty to adupt any plan
with the prospect of success. He wistied to hear
the views ol gentlemen with respect to the vari-
ous systems proposed.

_Mr. EDGINGTON regretted that indisposi-
tion prevenied him (rom duing justice (o the atti-
tadle in which be was placed.  He wasihe advo-
cate of the plan proposed by thes Fdueation Con-
vention. For sume lime pastthe public mind had
been deeply interesied in the all important subjeel
of education. It had been discussed in the pub-
lic prints and in primary assemblies. ~ A con-
vention wae at length assembled in this city,
composed of mostdistinguished individuals from
every portion of the Commenwealth, for the
purpose of devising a better system than the one
now in operation. The subject was discussed in
all its various ramifications. Different plans
were considered by the Couvention, and the re-
sult was a report which had been presented 10 the
Legisiature. I{ any subject ever had beeu fully
discussed, it was the system of general education
and primary echouls.  The resulis ol the present
sysiem, as exhibited in the last census, were din

eraceful w the State. Whatever the present
system might be in theory, in practice it had ul-
terly {ailed. In orderto compromise the ditfering
apinions on this subject, the Convention had pro-
posed the introduction of a system that wonld not
| militate against the one at present in cperation.
| In 1843, the Board of the Literary Fund had |
| been called upon by the Legislatnreto report a |
plan ol geperal education, and there wias no es- |
sential difference in principie between the Board
and the Convention in Ltheir Tespeetive Teporis.— i
The Convention proposed that the district sys-
| tem, and the old system as at present existing, or
| as amended, be submitled to the qualified volers
| of each counly at the approaching Spring elec-
| tions. He would not discuss 1he question as 1o
! the propriety of the distinetion at present existing
| Iwiween the rieh and the poor.  Many had been

Let the gentleman from Albemarle present his

Mr. SOUTHALL said, if he understood the
gentleman, there was a but a narrow isthmus be-
| tween thern, He desired to present a sysiem of
| primary education fo the pecple, and they are re-
| quired o select this or nothing.

Mr. EDGINGTON was misunderstood, He
had said that the plan proposed by him, il reject-
ed, wonld not interfere with the existing system.

Mr. SOUTHALL thousht the Legislature
owed i< thanks 1o the members of the Cenventivn
| for their disinteresied labors in the cause of edu-
[ tiop, Their suggestivns shonld be considered, |
This plan, amona _many athers, was belore the |
Convention, and iis journals would show that |
there was much difference of opinion with re-
spectto it. The majority vl the Cominitiee ap
pointed by the Convention had orpoeed this
system, The Committee of Schoole and Col-
leges declined adopling this system, but left
the people free to select for themselves that
which seemed best adapied to their pecaliar
circumstances. After they had made the se-
Jection, the Legislature might assist in carrying
it into operation  If we adopt this particularsys
tem, it might be rejectad in many porticns of
the State. When twe-thirds of the volers have se-
lected a plan, and it shall have been sancticned
by the Legislatnre, it would then be found (o he
the best in practice forthem. He had heard the
opinion expressed, that the present primnary sys-
tem was not regarded by the people as so very ob-
jectionable. In the Ratbath Scheols which had
been preductive of so much gocd, there was no
distinction as to classes in society; the rich and
the poor, all met ona common platlorm of equali-
ty. The principal ohjection to the Emm £Y5-
tem was, that it did not properly pay the teachers.
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The committee had

approved ol iheir TEper ferent systems

uch embarrassed by the di )
mzlllz?lcd (0 their consideration. He did not tlivq-
demn the Convention for its action upon this
subject. The members had evinced a praise-
worthy zeal and patriolism in asgeemblmg ‘.n x:n
inclement season of the year, for the_perpose
al promoting the cause of Education.

conflicting views. Every person seemed l.li-l_ <
provided with his own peculiar system, whic
was as easily created as 2 Persian Heaven,
_His attention had Leen called to six different
systems, all differing in the important particular
of taxation. These facts tend o the establish-
ment of the position, that the adoption of any nne
system vmuﬂjonu: be generally acceptable. The

commiliee believed that the present systen,
amended in some respects, would be the very

hest that could be adopted.  As a sysiem fur the
education of the indigent, it was no where sur-

assed, 1t was a sterevlype arzument, that the
children of the poor wouid not accept the benefits
ol the present system Our aristocratic Univer-
sity dues not refuse (o accept a gratuity from the
Stute; nor woull the Miluary Insutvte, or uther
highly endowed institutions, Why, then, should
the poor refuse to accept the appropriation irom
the literary [nnd, composed, as it 1s, of forleitnres,
donations, &c, devoted (o the purposes ol educa-
tion] 'The present system was in (he nature ol a
right, and by no meanseleemosynary in itscharac-
ter. lnthe Stateof New Yurk, where the rich and
the poor aie educated together, it is well known,
that, when the fuuds are to be collected for ihe
support of the schools, the amount is generally
raised entirely from the rich, and yet the poor do
not hesitate 1o avail themselves of the advantages
afforded. In New Yok, it appears from authen-
tic repoits, that, of the entire number of children,
20,000 have anended schuol during the whnle
yeai; 30,000 for ten months or upwards; 65,000 for
Eight months or upwanis; 130,000 tor six months
or upwards; 284,000 for four months or upwards;
474,000 for two months or upwards; leaving only
about 235,000 &s the number who have auended
for a less period than two months, No system is
free [rom thedelects of the systewn in Virginia,—
Qur teachers are bad'y paid and consequently
badly gualified. It has been said that a success-
ful application of the system had been made in
Maine, where the densily of the population was
only twelve inhebirauts 1o the squate mnile; bat
the truzh was, that, in those portions of the State
where the system had succeeded, the density of
the population was greater than it would be in
many portions of Virginia in a centory. Io 1811,
the Literary Board had been called upon for their
system, and it had been rejected because it was
not agreeable to the people, The people should
be authorised o select lur themselves. Thhe same
svstern would not be suitable for the counly ol
Ohio, with oniy filiy s'aves, and for the eounty ol
Bedlord, with ten or twelve thousand, He hoped
the ame ndment would not b2 adupied.

Mr. EDGINGTON proposed that the sub-
juct be, for the present, laid upen the 1able, and

Mr. SOUTHALL thought it best to dispose
the suhject at once,

Mr. EDGINGTON withdrew hisamendment.
Mr. LYONS proposed that the subject be
sostponed until Sawurday. No decision would

The House was nut prepared for a deci-
sion of the guestion. No auention had been

Sinee he'reached Washington at the commence-
ment of our session, he bas labored under con-
stant indisposition A generaldebility prevaded
his physical frame; and this morning he suddenly
expired. Hesunk soddenly,and ina moment
lile wasextinet. Withunt a mannur, without a
sigh, lie sunk torest—evineing, at his departure
fram this world, 2 calin compesure, a quiet resig-
nation. which admirably corresponded with the
smooth progress of his previons life.

He was born in Alexandria, in this district.—
Inearly life, he removed to the Valley of Virginia;
and, baving married, located himsell’ in Rock-
hridge connty, where he has ever since resided.—
Blest in iz domestic relations, happiness and
contentment have been his good fortune.

It, sir, his life has been matked by no extraor-
dinary incidents, that fact constitutes an enco-
mium on the moral beauty of his character. Al-
though a well-edocated lawyer, and highly repu-
table member of the Lar, he manifested no rest-
less enwerness for distinction, and =offered not
the promptings of wordiy ambition to distorh
the evenness of hic temper, and betray him into
uncongeyial controversy. Remarkable through.
out life for his uninterrupted equaniminy, never-
theless he was, in his public capacity, firm and
ducided in his opinions; and in the conscientious
di=eharge of his duties he was inflexibly upright.
